Canadian Red Cross food parcels 
for prisoners of war represent the 
difference between life or death by 
slow starvation, according to re- 
leased prisoners and internees on 
their return to British eoil While 
prisoners of war are supposedly is. 
sued the same rations fed to the 

“detaining power’s’’ own soldiers, 
it is well known that the diet of 
prisoners in axis hands coneiste 
mainly of watery soups and vege- 
tables, barely suflicient to keep 
them alive, 


The Red Cross food parcel, which 
each Canadian and British prisoner 
receives each week, contains sufti- 
cient calories to sustain him on 
light physical work for seven days, 
according to Canada’s nutrition ex- 
perts who carefully selected the 
seventeen food items contained in 
each parcel. Principal items in- 
clude: milk powder, meat, fish, 
butter, fruit and biscuits, while even 
jam, chocolate, tea, salt and pepper, 
are included to make the prisoner's 
life not only happier but healthier. 


Since the outbreak of war, over 
two million of these Red Cross food 
parcels have been shipped overreas 
to soldiere, sailors, airmen, merch- 
ant navy men and civilians im- 
prisoned in Germany, Occupied 
France, Italy and Africa. Cost of 
this tremendous task is shared pro- 
porticnately by the Red Cross 
Societies of Great Britain, Canada 
and Austratia, 


That these parcels are reaching 
their proper destination is evidenced 
in the 400,000-and~-more signed 
acknowledgement cards returned to 
Canada through the Internationa) 
Red Cross. In addition, Red Cross 
delegates tour Axis prison camps 
eyery two weeks to check delivery 
und to inspect conditions. No effort 
of expense is epared to make sure 
that every member of British and 
Canadian forces in enemy hands 
is looked after and three of the 
most recent acknowledgement cards 
to reach Canada were from privates 
of the Imperial Indian Army. 

Thousands of Canadian volunteer 
women in five Red Cross packing 
depots across Canada have recently 
attained an objective of packing 
100,000 food parcels each week. 
Aga result of this volunteer work, 
enreful purchasing and free trans: 
portation by rail, cost of each parce) 
has been kept down to approxim- 
ately $2.50 laid down in Geneva, 

Another service for prisoners’ 
inaugurated by the Canadian Red 
Cross immediately after ‘‘Dieppe’’ 
provides ‘‘capture’’ parcele for
